Berlin,

23.—The 
peace 
of 
Christmas has settled down over Ger­ 
many and all quarrels, from the heat­ 
ed debates on the Morocco agreement 
in the Reichstag and the more per­ 
sonal quarrels on a thousand election 
platforms to the quarrels between the 
present and uture kaiser, are buried 
temporarily. 
Germany will enter the near year, 
a week from now, without any of the 
persistent rumors of changes in the 
cabinet having materialized. 
A short 
time ago it was said everywhere that 
the kaiser had decided to throw over­ 
board the chum of his student days 
at Bonn. Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Holweg, in favor of his close friend, 
Admiral von Tirpitz, who was to be 
promoted from secretary of the navy 
to the chancellorship; but although 
the kaiser may ailtimately have to 
listen to public clamor and select a 
! scapegoat for the blunder of permit­ 
ting France to acquire Moro'co in 
return 
for 
some 
thousand square 
miles 
of 
uninhabitable 
African 
swamps, it is at present absolutely 
useless to speculate on what may 
happen, for the future is a c’osed 
book. 
Everything depends on whether the 
government will secure a majority in 
the coming Reichstag elections, for 
slowly and reluctantly Germany is 
approaching modern parliamentarism. 
Speaking o£ the elections, tho new 
Reichstag will probably include that 
very rare thing, namely, a member 
who has once been a minister. The 
man In question is Count Posadowsky 
Wehner, who was minister of the in­ 
terior in Prince Bulow’s chancellor­ 
ship. 
He has lived in retirement for 
some years, but has now yielded to 
the request of no less than four par­ 
ties, and will contest Bielefeid for 
the conservatives. 
0 0 0 
In Russia political evolution has 
made remarkable progress during the 
year which is about to end, a fact 
which is made evident by the increas­ 
ing fearlessness and outspokenness of 
the radical members of the duma. A 
year ago nobody would have dared 
to assert openly that the second duma 
was dissolved by 
Stolypin’s 
police 
spies, but the other day this asser­ 
tion was openly made by the socialists 
of the present duma, who recalled the 
fact that on July 17, 1907, Stolypin 
demanded that no socialistic mem­ 
bers must be surrendered to the gov­ 
ernment and sixteen of them must be 
arrested on the spot because they 
wfere connected with a criminal soci­ 
ety, the aim of which was to dethrone 
the czar and overthrow the govern­ 
m ent 
Then came the dissolution of the 
duma, followed by trials of .he ac­ 
cused members, many of whom were 
deported to Siberia, where they are 
still forced tc do convicts’ work in 
the mines. 
Now the socialistic members of the 
present duma offer to prove by con­ 
fessions made by the former police 
spy, Brodski, that the whole plot 
against the czar was planned bj the 
chief of the Okrana of St. Petersburg, 
General Gerassimow, and his chief, 
M. Trussewitch, in obedience to an 
order issued by the late M. Stolypin 
himself. 
Gerassimow himself • selected 
the 
soldiers, it is said, ordered them to 
meet in the house of an officer of the 
secret police, and handed them the 
manifesto to the socialist party, which 
he and his helpers had written, and 
on the basis of which the government 
pronounced its own provocation a 
Plot against itself, demanded the sur­ 
render of the members of the duma, 
dissolved the duma and sentenced the 
accused by secret trial. 
The socialists were forced to re­ 
consider this grave accusation but 
they are determined to bring it for­ 
ward again very shortly in another 
form, and then will follow* scenes the 
like of which have never been wit­ 
nessed not e^en in the Russian par­ 
liament.

Conrad von I-Ioetzendorf, is a source 
of deep annoyance to Germany, .where 
it was well known that he was one of 
the strongest champions of the Ger 
man cause. 
Even in official circles 
it is admitted that the general situa­ 
tion in regard to the Triple Alliance 
is anything but gratifying to Ger many, 
land that it may collapse almost any 
day.
